the  service  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company.  This  was  In  1906. 
in  the  capacity  of  bridge  erector  on 
the  mountain  section  of  the  Pacific 
Division  of  the  road,  of  which  divi- 
sion Mr  J.  P.  Forde  was  engineer 
in  charge  at  the  time.  The  work 
consisted  of  replacing  wooden  truss 
spans  with  steel  spans,  erecting 
snoaaheds.  driving  piles  for  bridge 
foundations  and  Installing  water 
supplies. 

The  moat  Important  engineering 
feat  coming  within  Major  Camp- 
bell's duties,  as  bridge  erector,  was 
the  Columbia  River  bridge  at  Revel- 
stofce  This  bridge  replaced  the  old 
wooden  structure  with  steel  truss 
and  girder  spans,  and  In  addition 
to  taking  charge  of  the  assembly 
work,  he  acted  as  rivet  Inspector; 
a  more  than  usually  responsible 
charge  in  this  instance.  He  also 
took  charge  of  the  erection  and 
i-.veting  of  the  viaduct  over  the 
Kicking  Horse  River  on  the  diver- 
sion of  the  mam  line  via  the  spiral 
tunnels,  and  before  his  resignation 
In  1911  to  take  the  position  of  road 
superintendent  of  Esqulmalt  Dis- 
trict, he  had  also  been  associated 
with  the  construction  of  the  Twin 
Butte  steel  bridges  aforementioned. 

His  position  with  the  Esquimau 
District  began  In  January.  1912.  In 
this  he  was  engaged  in  locating, 
constructing  snd  maintaining  roads 
and  bridges  for  the  Esqulmalt  and 
Island  districts  during  the  boom  pe- 
riod when  interest  in  road  exten- 
sion work  was  at  Its  height.  One  of 
the  most  Important  works  under- 
taken at  this  time  was  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road  up  Little  Baanich 
Mountain  to  the  Dominion  Astro- 
physical  Observatory,  one  of  the 
most- traveled  scenic  roads  of  the 
Island. 

WAR  SERVICE 

Offering  his  services  almost  Im- 
mediately on  the  outbreak  of  the 
war.  he  entered  at  Work  Point 
Barracks  for  the  officers'  course,  and 
went  overseas  in  1915  as  a  lieuten- 
ant In  the  first  Canadian  Pioneer 
Battalion.  His  abilities  as  an  en- 
gineer were  soon  brought  into  use. 
and  early  In  1910  he  waa  engaged 
In  building  and  repairing  roads, 
bridges,  and  trenches  on  the  Ypres 
front  Under  Major  (then  Lieu- 
tenant* J.  C.  Macdonald.  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Engineers,  he  was  engaged 
in  building  machine  gun  emplace- 
ments, was  officer  In  charge  of  con- 
struction in  the  Composite  Railway 
Company  of  the  80th  CM  Light 
Railway  from  Popertnghe  to  Krul- 
straat  until  July.  1918.  when  he  was 
loaned  to  the  Imperials  at  the  be- 
ginning or  the  Bomme  offensive  to 
construct  corduroy  roads  In  Mametc 
Woods  for  the  transportation  or 
heavy  guns. 

When  the  Canedlsn  corps  was 
moved  south  on  September  10.  1916. 
to  take  part  In  the  offenelve.  he  re- 
joined his  unit,  and  until  the  end 
of  October  that  year  was  occupied 
In  the  construction  of  tram  lines 
and  communication  trenches  on  the 
Canadian  fron: 

His  capacities  were  officially 
recognized  In  November  or  that 
year  when  he  was  attached  to  the 
Canadian  headquarters  engineering 
corps  ax  field  engineer  officer  In 
charge  of  the  Road  Corps  area  in- 
cluding the  torward  roads  on  the 
Vlmy  front.

Barer*  were  arquitte-1  vestcrday  t>y 
His  Honor  Judge  P  fl.  Lamprnan  In 
the  County  Court  on  a  charge  of 
unlawfully  retaining  In  their  pos- 
session two  Winchester  rifles  and  a 
shotgun,  the  property  of  Ernest 
Merry.  William  Morry  and  Charles 
Keown.  knowing  the  articles  to  have 
been  stolen. 

"The  Crown  relies  on  the  evidence 
of  an  accomplice.  Charles  Btables. 
to  establish  its  case  against  the  two 
accuaed.  When  It  does  that,  the 
testimony  of  the  accomplice  should 
be  supported  by  corroboration.  Such 
corroboration  la  not  given  here,  and 
I  think  the  two  accused  are  entitled 
to  a  dismissal."  His  Honor  ruled. 

Mr.  Oordon  A.  Cameron  repre- 
sented the  Attorney -Ocneral's  De- 
partment In  the  hearing,  and  Mr. 
P.  R  Letghton  was  counsel  for  the 
defence. 

Haddon  and  Barera  both  elected 
speedy  trial  before  Judge  Lamprnan 
on  the  charge  preferred  against 
them,  and  entered  pleas  of  not 
guilty. 

TELL  OP  INCIDENT 

The  first  three  witnesses  called  by 
the  prosecution  were  Ernest  Morry. 
William  Morry  and  Charles  Keown. 
the  temporary  owners  of  the  fire- 
arms, who  were  going  to  spend  a 
week-end  In  the  country  on  a  hunt- 
ing expendiUon.  They  testified  that 
on  Saturday.  September  21.  they 
left  their  guns  In  their  car.  parked 
outside  the  Coach  and  Horses  beer 
parlor  at  Esquimau,  while  they 
spent  about  half  an  hour  inside  the 
parlor.  Upon  returning  to  their 
car  they  noticed  the  guns  were 
missing  and  Immediately  notified 
Chief  of  Police  John  Acretnan. 
Krneat  Morry  said  that  he  saw  both 
Haddon  and  Barera  in 'the  beer  par- 
lor and  that  the  two  accused,  ac- 
companied by  Stables,  left  the  par- 
lor before  he  and  his  brother  and 
Keown  did. 

Charles  Stables  said  he  drove  the 
two  accused  to  the  Coach  and 
Horses  on  September  31.  and  after 
parking  his  car  outside  the  building, 
he  entered  the  beer  parlor  with 
Haddon  and  Barera  They  had 
some  beer,  and  then  returned  to 
witness'  car  and  drove  away  "Afte* 
we  had  got  about  a  mile  along.  I 
saw  three  guns  on  the  floor  of  the 
car  for  the  first  time  When  I  dis- 
covered them,  the  first  thing  that 
came  to  my  mind  was  to  get  rid  of 
them,  and  Haddon>  and  Barera 
agreed  with  me."  he  testified. 

Mr.  Cameron— Did  you  ask  the 
occupants  of  your  car  how  the  guns 
happened  to  be  in  your  car 7 

"Yes,  but  they  said  they  didn't 
know  anything  about  the  guns." 
HIDING  OF  FIREARMS 

Witness  said  that  later  Barera 
and  himself  went  and  hid  the  fire- 
arm's under  some  bushes  in  a  vacant 
lot  opposite  the  Baker  brickyards, 
on  Douglas  Street.

AT  THE  V.C.  DINNER 


Out  of  the  dinner  to  be  held  in  Lundun  ..n 
November  9  to  holders  of  the  Victoria  Cross 
there  has  arisen  a  suggestion  which  will  be  made 
In  the  way  of  a  united  appeal  for  war  veterans 
who  need  help.  The  Prince  of  Wales  Is  patron  of 
the  British  Legion.  He  expects  that  as  many  as 
possible  of  the  500  Victoria  Cross  holders  from 
throughout  the  Empire,  and  from  wherever  else 
they  may  be,  will  attend  the  dinner.  His  desire 
Is  to  meet  In  person  these  men  so  conspicuously 
distinguished  for  gallantry.  As  an  outcome  the 
ex-service  men  in  need,  or  their  widows  amf" 
dependents,  will  benefit.  The  appeal  to  be  made 
Is  to  draw  special  attention  to  a  factor  likely  to 
be  overlooked.  The  needs  of  ex-service  men  will 
Increase  during  the  next  ten  to  twenty  years, 
"for  the  reason  that  the  terrific  strain  of  war 
service  will  make  Itself  felt  on  a  growing  number 
of  men  as  early  middle  age  passes  into  later  mid- 
dle age."  The  organizing  secretary  of  the  Brlt- 
itlsh  Legion  says: 

"When  the  sands  of  time  begin  to  run  down 
and  a  man  s  strength  begins  to  lessen,  then  are 
seen  the  effects  of  four  years  of  concentrated 
mental  and  physical  strain.  Already  the  Legion 
is  receiving  ample  evidence  of  this  factor,  and 
the  appeal  to  the  nation  must  emphasize  the 
necessity  for  substantially  greater  funds  each 
year  unless  the  latter  years  of  men,  who  gave  of 
their  best  generously  and  freely,  are  to  be  passed 
in  the  misery  of  suffering  and  in  the  shadow.-, 
of  grave  financial  anxiety.  No  body  of  men.  it 
is  felt,  has  a  more  definite  right  than  the  holders 
of  the  Victoria  Cross  to  make  such  an  appeal. 
Every  member  of  the  order  has  been  decorated 
for  conspicuous  gallantry  on  the  field  of  battle. 
They  are  men  who  do  not  ask  for  themselves; 
they  appeal  for  others.  They  know  the  need; 
they  are  helping  to  find  the  remedy."

THE  NATIVE-BORN 


In  the  next  census  a  distinction  Is  to  be  made 
between  Canadian-born    British    subjects  and 
those  who  have  come  from  others  parts  of  the 
Empire,  or  from  foreign  countries  and  have  been 
naturalized  as  British  subjects.   In  other  words, 
hereafter  there  will  be.  by  legislation,  an  official 
definition  of  Canadian  citizenship  or  nationality 
There  have  been  complaints  that  the  census  of 
1021  failed  to  record  persons  of  native-born  Ca- 
nadian stock  as  "Canadians."   The  failure  is  ex- 
plained by   misunderstanding   of   the  question 
asked  by  census  enumerators.    Apart  from  this 
there  has  been  a  policy  followed  officially  which 
should  be  cleared   up   by   legislation.   This  is 
what    Mr.   F.   Rlnfret   proposes,   and  exactly 
what    the   legislation   will    be   Is   being  con- 
sidered by  the  statistical  branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Trade  and  Commerce.   The  native-born 
hereafter  will  be  characterized  as  "Canadians." 
though  In  the  case  of  some  residents  there  may 
be  a  distinction  by  describing  them  as  of  Cana- 
dian birth  but   not   necessarily   Canadian  na- 


A  CONTEMPLATIVE  ORDER 

Practically  every  club,  society  and  organiza- 
tion founded  !n  these  latter  days  Is  among  other 
purposes  for  giving  more  and  more  people  the  op- 
portunity of  airing  their  views.  The  crescendo  of 
talk  throughout  the  world,  so  often  degenerating 
Into  mere  chatter,  rises  higher  and  higher  with 
each  succeeding  year.  There  never  was  a  more 
garrulous  age,  and  the  worse  it  grows  the  fewer 
people  there  are  who  are  mere  listeners  endeav- 
oring to  extract  a  grain  of  wheat  from  a  bushel 
bf  chaff.  In  such  an  age  the  cry  of  Hugh  Wal- 
pole.  the  novelist.  In  his  latest  book,  for  "quiet 
and  silence."  comes  like  a  voice  from  the  tomb. 
He  says  he  believes  there  are  millions  of  people 
who  want  the  same,  but  awing  to  the  row  going 
on  they  can't  hear  themselves  think  His  sug- 
gestion is  that  a  "contemplative  order"'  should  be 
founded.  The  trouble  is  that  It  could  not  last 
amid  the  turmoil  of  modem  society.  Mr.  WeJ- 
pole  says  such  a  society  la  needed  for  people  who 
want  a  quiet  hour  or  two.  As  a  preliminary 
there  should  be  a  dissolution  of  about  05  per 
cent  of  the  societies  for  talking  that  now  exist. 
Under  the  present  dispensation  the  world  la 
growing  out  of  the  habit  of  thinking  Democracy 
Is  a  condition  In  which  the  few  do  the  thinking 
for  the  many. 


There  la  Utile  doubt  that  Prime 
Minister  MacDonald  Is  a  good  man 
in  the  broadest  sense  of  the  term, 
but  we  fear  the  world  at  large  is 
not  quite  as  good  as  It  might  be  In 
the  narrowest  sense  or  the  term  and 
that  a  good  man  who  eels  out  to 
reform  a  bad  world  may  Involve 
Mb  himself  and  the  part  of  the 
world  he  represents  In  a  bushel,  or 
at  least  a  peck,  of  trouble  So  we 
say  with  diffidence  that  Mr  Mar- 
Donald,  like  other  good  men.  may 
be  somewhat  of  a  humbug  without, 
the  least  internum  of  being  a  hum- 
bug The  political  leader  of  a  great 
Empire  in  the  old  benighted  days 
did  not  go  very  far  In  the  business 
of  leadership  if  he  was  not  endowed 
with  the  wisdom  of  the  "serpent. 

The  times  and"  the  conditions 
hay  changed  since  the  historical 
occasion  when  those  secret,  dlplom 
atlsts  of  the  old  school,  nisraelt 
and  Bismarck,  met  in  conferei 
Berlin,  threw  all  their  cards  upon 
the  table,  and  the  British  Prime 
Minister  returned  home  and  gave 
utterance  to  the  celebrated  phrase. 
Peace  With  Honor."  That  was  an 
Illustration  of  the  effects  of  repre- 
hensible secret  diplomacy  Prime 
Minister  MacDonald  and  Oeneral 
Dawes  met  not  long  ago  at  Lossie- 
mouth. Mr.  MacDonald  has  said 
thai  the  doors  of  the  house  in  which 
the  conference  met  were  open  and 
the  windows  unshaded,  so  that 
everybody  could  see  what  was  going 
on  In  the  lowly  council  chamber 
That  was  caUed  open  diplomacy. 
Everybody  could  see  what  was  going 
on.  but  nobody  could  hear  what  was 
being  said.  Nobody  knows  yet  what 
was  said  or  what  la  to  be  done.

Sweeping  changes,  due  to  be  made  within  the 
next  two  years  in  vital  rules  of  the  sea.  are 
commented  upon  In  an  Important  statement 
Issued  by  the  Court  of  the  Honorable  Company 
of  Master  Mariners.  The  general  public.  It  is 
pointed  out.  Is  sublimely  unaware  of  a  naviga- 
tional revolution  that  Is  Impending,  i.e..  the  re- 
versal of  the  meaning  of  the  "helm  order,"  a 
change  that  can  only  be  compared  in  magnitude 
to  a  reversal  of  road  traffic  within  the  Empire 
from  left  to  right  or  vice  versa,  as  the  case 
might  be.  Under  the  recent  convention  on 
"Safety  of  Life  at  Sea.'  the  contracting  Govern- 
ments agree  that  after  midnight  on  June  30,  1931, 
helnr  or  steering  orders— that  is  orders  to  th# 
steersman— shall,  on  all  ships,  be  given  In  the 
direct  sense.  This  means  that  when  the  ship  is 
gojng  ahead  an  order  containing  the  word  "star- 
board.'' or  "right"  shall  be  used  only  when  It  Is 
intended  on  ships  as  at  present  generally  con- 
structed and  arranged  that-  the  wheel,  the 
rudder  blade  and  the  head  of  the  ship  shall  all 
move  to  the  right. 

The  object,  of  course,  is  to  obtain  uniformity 
of  practice  among  the  shipping  of  all  nations 
As  is  natural.  In  a  change  which  means  the  up- 
rooting of  the  practice  of  centuries,  seamen  feel 
very  strongly    As  to  the  necessity  for  the  change 
there  has  been,  and  still  is,  a  strong  difference 
of  opinion.    However,  the  case  for  the  change 
may  carry  the  day.  and  it  Is  now  a  matter  for 
International  ratification.    The  point  of  utmost 
importance  is  to  decide  on  the  words  that  are 
to  be  used  In  the  helm  order,  and  this  It  would 
seem,  is  purely  a  matter  for  seamen.    Here  Is 
the  statement     This  Honorable  Company  of 
Master  Mariners  expresses  very  definite  views  It 
feels  that  under  no  consideration  whatever  will 
British  seamen  abandon  the  terms  to  which  they 
and  their  forefathers   have   been  accustomed 
namely,  the  port'  and  'starboard'."    It  is  con- 
sidered that  the  general  preference  of  teamen 
would  be  for  a  continuance  of  the   use  of  the 
simple  expressions  'port"  and   "starboard"  as 
heretofore,  but  to  be  used  In  the  direct  sense 
and  t  hat  with   the  ample  warning  Indicated  - 
namely,  that  the  change  will  not  take  place  un- 
til midnight  of  June  30.  1931-that  change  may 
be  left  In  the  hands  of  the  seamen  with  the  ut 
most  confidence.    If.  however,  a  safeguard  1* 
considered  to  be  necessary,  and  It  certainly  will 
do  no  harm,  and  offend  nobody.  It  Is  suggested 
that  a  recommendation  should  accompany  any 
regulation  that  is  made  that  officers  should  use 
the  word  -steer"  before  the  helm  order;  In  other 
words,  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  give  for  a 
period  the   order    "steer    starboard"    or  "steer 
port,"  Instead  of  the  direct  order.   It  would  quite 
naturally,  after  a  short  time,  contract  Itself  Into 
the  old  expressions  "port"  and    starboard  1  with 
the  new  meaning

The  purport  of  the  con- 
versations  was   apparent  Immedi- 
ately the  conversations  were  at  an 
end.    'Peace  with  honor"  had  been 
achieved,  and  it  endured  for  a  great 
many  years.   That  was  a  result  of 
secret  dlplomscy.    Disraeli  was  a 
nationalist,    and    made    no  bones 
about  it.    Bismarck  was  a  nation- 
alist, and  was  not  ashamed  of  it. 
MacDonald   Is  an  internationalist, 
and  Is  proud  of  it.   Hoover  may  be 
an  internationalist,  but  if  he  is  he 
is  not  boasting  of  It.    If  he  is.  we 
are  sure  he  will  say  little  about  it. 
for  he  is  a  citizen  of  a  country  in 
which  the  spirit  of  nationalism  Is 
very  strong,  even  somewhat  strident. 
We  do  not  know  what  may  be  the 
ultimate  result  of    this  historical 
meeting  between  a  representative  of 
British  Internationalism  and  Amer- 
ican nationalism;  but  we  may  find 
out  when  the  terms  of  the  "'conver- 
sations" are  made  public    Mr.  Mac- 
Donald says  "peace  with  honor"  has 
been  achieved;  but  if  there  was  no 
cause  for  war.  if  even  the  possibility 
of  war  was  unthinkable  as  between 
Oreat    Britain    and    the  United 
States,  how  can  something  that  was 
unthinkable    and    impossible  have 
been  avoided?

On  November  tf  the  International 
/>ini  Commission,  representative  of 
the  Governments  of  Canada  and  the 
l.'niied  States,  will  sit  at  Bonners 
Perry  In  the  United  states,  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  evidence  relative 
to  the  application  which  has  been 
made  by  the  West  Kootcnay  Power 
Company  for  the  erection  of  a  dam 
at  Oranlte.  where  the  waters  leave 
Kootenay  Lake  to  enter  the  Co- 
lumbia H\\< 

The  hearing  at  Bonners  Perry  is 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  this  work  which  Mr  Lome 
Campbell  has  in  view  for  his  com- 
pany will  work  to  the  injury  of  any 
residents  along  the  Columbia  River, 
especially  on  the  American  side  of 
the  line 

The  International  commission, 
was  appointed  under  the 
treaty  entered  into  in  1009,  is  rep- 
I  resentatlve  of  both  parties  to  the 
treaty,  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada. This  commission  deals  with  all 
questions  affecting  boundary  waters, 
and  any  other  matters  which  may 
be  referred  to  It  by  the  respective 
Governments  of  the  two  countries. 

The  dam  which  is  proposed  to  be 
erected  Is  one  that  will  not  raise  the 
water  In  the  lake  to  any  marked  ex-  I 
tent  The  object  is  to  conserve  the 
height  of  the  water  for  a  time  In 
order  to  allow  of  It  being  used  In  | 
the  development  of  power. 

Major  J.  C.  MacDonald.  comp- 
troller of  water  for  the  province, 
granted  the  application  of  Mr. 
Campbell  some  time  ago  which 
would  allow  him  to  go  on  the 
ground  and  prepare  his  plans,  set- 
ting out  the  proposition  which  he 
had  In  view,  but  made  the  granting 
of  it  conditional  upon  the  Interna- 
tional commission  giving  its  ap- 
proval. This  was  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  were  objections  raised 
by  residents  along  the  river  on  the 
American  side  of  the  line.

Uncle  Sam  s 
own.  for  the  professional  champion- 
ship of  the  United  SUtes.  in  the 
Forest  Hills  Stadium  recently,  you 
can  have  no  doubt  that  the  pro- 
gramme Is  here  to  stay.  You  must 
admit  It  was  the  greatest  match 
staged  In  this  country  since  the 
final  for  the  National  Amateur  title 
between  Bill  Tilden  and  Rene  La- 
cos  te  on  the  same  site  In  1937.  and 
you  must  agree  that  the  public  is 
sure  to  support  that  kind  of  tennis 
in  increasing  numbers. 

The  only  remaining  obstscle  to 
the  rapid  advancement  of  profes- 
sional tennis  is  the  difficulty  of 
providing  that  kind  of  tennis  con- 
sLstenUy.

This  gross  value  represents  the 

sum  of  the  values  of  pulp  made  for 
sale  In  Canada,  pulp  made  for  ex- 
port and  paper  manufactured.  It 
does  not  include  pulpwood  nor  the 
pulp  made  In  combined  pulp  and 
paper  mills  for  their  own  use  in 
making  paper. 

The  net  value  of  production  Is  one 
of  the  best  indications  of  the  rela- 
tive Importance  of  a  manufacturing 
Industry.  It  represents  the  differ- 
ence between  the  values  of  raw  ma- 
terials and  finished  products.  In 
the  pulp  and  paper  Industry  It  Is 
obtained  by  subtracting  from  the 
gross  value  of  production,  as  de- 
scribed above,  the  sum  of  the  values 
or  pulpwood  and  chemicals,  etc.. 
used  In  pulp-making  and  pulp, 
chemicals,  etc..  used  In  paper-mak- 
ing. The  pulp  made  in  combined 
pulp  and  paper  mills  for  their  own 
use  In  paper -making  Is  considered 
as  a  stage  of  manufacture  and  Is 
not  Included  either  as  a  product  of 
the  pulp  mill  or  a  raw  material  of 
the  paper  mill. 

With  regard  to  the  net  value  of 
production  the  pulp  and  paper  in- 
dustry has  headed  the  lists  since 
1920  when  It  replaced  the  sawmills 
The  net  value  of  production  for  the 
last  five  years  wa*  aa  follows:

by  the  inclusion  of  pulpwood  used  in 
Canadian  pulp  mills,  and  pulp  used 
In  Canadian  paper  mills,  but  make* 
no  allowance  for  pulp  that  might  be 
used  in  Canada  for  purposes  other 
than  the  manufacture  of  paper, 
such  as  the  manufacture  of  artificial

On  passage  supplies  Increased  by 
920,flK).  Market  turned  strong  dur- 
ing the  last  half-hour,  with  a  little 
buying  coming  in  from  the  outside, 
which  started  shorts  covering  In  a 
broad  way. 

Coarse  Oralns:  These  grains  were 
active  today,  scoring  substantial 
gains.  There  continues  to  be  a  fair 
business  in  oats  to  Eastern  Canada, 
with  further  sales  being  made  today. 
No  one  seems  to  want  barley,  ex- 
cept a  ralr  Canadian  malting  busi- 
ness which  Is  going  on  aU  the  time. 

There  was  little  Inquiry  for  rye 
today  from  Eastern  Canada  No 
export  business  waa  reported,  but 
there  was  considerable  short  cover- 
ing in  evidence  all  day.  All  offer- 
ings were  very  light. 

Flax:  This  market  was  also 
stronger  In  sympathy  with  the  gen- 
eral upturn  In  prices  and  the  firm- 
ness In  Buenoa  Aires.  Trade  was 
rather  light  and  without  any  par- 
ticular feature.

ALTENRHEIN.  Switzerland.  Oct 
21  The  huge  twelve-englned  Oer- 
mui  flying  boat  Do-X,  which  was 
launched  here  last  .July,  today  made 
an  amazing  one-hour  flight  with  a 
human  load  ol  180.  the  first  time  In 
tli-  history  of  aviation  that  so  many 
persona  have  been  carried  into  the 
air  on  any  conveyance 

The  giant  Dornier  plane  took  off 
at  II  16  am  and  landed  Just  an 
hour  later.  The  machine  flew  over 
Lake  Constance,  her  motors  working 
faultlessly,  and  landed  with  her 
fifty-one- ton  load  at  12:15  p.m.

keel  High  navy  officials,  grlxsled 
admirals  and  commanders,  and 
lesser  celebrities  have  always  gath- 
ered to  dedicate  the  founds  lions  of 
the  huge  Iron  ship;; 

Recently  came  a  new  problem.  A 
giant  Government  ship  la  built  which 
has  no  keel,  and  is  destined  to  tra- 
verse the  airways  rather  than  the 
sea.  which  is  to  be  the  fastest  alr- 
ihlp  yet  built.  Surely  this,  the 
I  greatest  feat  of  engineering  In  the 
field  of  American  aeronautics,  should 
have  its  official  dedication,  too. 

And  so  the  ceremony  la  not  to  be 
omitted  Out  In  the  new  Zeppelin 
hangar  at  Akron.  Ohio,  on  October 
31.  such  a  celebration  la  to  be  held. 
But  instead  of  a  keel,  a  ring  is  to  be 
dedicated 

The  great  orange-peel  doors  of  the 
Isrgest.  and  perhaps  the  most  un- 
usual building  In  the  world,  will  be 
thrown  open  to  the  public  for  the 
first  time  Huge  crowds  will  stand 
In  the  completed  hslf  of  the  hangar, 
which   has  room   in  It  for  23.000 

P<Thev  win  see  a  large  duralumin 
ring.  185  feet  across,  twelve  feet  high, 
lying  on  the  ground  Not  a  solid 
I  ring,  but  with  small  diagonal  girders 
across  It  so  that  they  may  look 
through  and  see  Just  vhst  ia  occur- 
ring  within.  They  will  notice  that 
this  la  the  largest  ring,  the  master 
ring,  one  might  say,  since  It  was. 
built  first,  of  a  series  of  ring  girders 
which,  when  lifted  up  vertically,  are 
placed  eight v  feet  apart  from  one 
end  of  ttie  ZR8-4  to  another  They 
will  see  narrower  longitudinal  rings, 
which  look  like  the  ribs  of  a  ship, 
extending  horizontally  across.

Practically  all  the  damaged  plates 
frames  and  Intel-costs  Is  were  re- 
moved from  the  bottom  of  RM8 
Empress  of  Canada  yesterday  after- 
noon as  work  was  pushed  on  the 
taXLOOO  contract  by  Yarrows  to  re- 
pair the  speed  queen  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean. 

Both  port  and  starboard  bower 
anchor  chains  are  now  resting  upon 
the  floor  of  the  new  Esquimau  dry- 
dock,  and  some  Idea  of  their  size 
may  be  obtained  when  it  is  seen  that 
each  link  is  two  feet  long. 

The  bow  section  to  a  point  under 
the  mam  mast  has  been  raised  above 
the  wooden  supports  on  the  dock 
floor  by  many  twelve  by  twelve  inch 
timbers  underneath  and  fifty-two 
the  same  size  on  each  side,  cut  to 
fit  points  where  the  one-inch  steel 
plates  overlap.  On  each  side  of  the 
liner  are  two  wooden  flumes  to  dis- 
charge water  from  tanks  and  boilers 
without  flooding  out  workmen  be- 
low. 

From  the  bow  of  the  vessel  the 
bottom  is  now  a  mere  steel  skeleton 
as  oxy-acetylene  flames  snd  rivet 
hammers  carefully  ease  off  the  outer 
skin.  Everywhere  Is  the  din  of  pneu- 
matic hammers,  chisels  and  the  hiss 
or  flames  from  torches  In  the  hand* 
of  be -goggled  workmen 

A  new  bow  plate  about  eighteen 
feet  long  was  completed  yesterday 
afternoon  In  record  time  and  drilled 
ready  to  hammer  into  place,  while 
members  of  the  Empress'  crew,  sev- 
eral "stories"  above  touched  up  the 
paintwork  on  deck.
